This surprising accession to

efforts of Democratic Leader Kitchin, 
who took the floor and in a dramatic 
speech announced that he could not 
with clear conscience

for war. 
Supporters of the president's course 
were not concerned over the defec­ 
tion, however, sure of a g reat major­ 
ity, they perm itted the roll call to be 
delayed only so that every one might 
be beard. 
Shortly before midnight, a fte r the 
debate had continued for more than 
thirteen hours, those in charge of the 
resolution predicted th at a vote would 
be taken soon after one o’clock. There 
was no certainty that it m ight not bt* 
hours later, 
however. 
Late a t night 
a suggestion by Chairman Flood 
of 
the Foreign Affairs committee, that 
debate be closed before midnight, met 
with loud shouts of disapproval, and 
even the opposition of a considerable 
number of members opposed to voting 
on Good Friday was insufficient to get 
an agreem ent to vote by 12 o'clock.

It formally’ accepts the state of helligertflicy forced by G er­ 
man aggression.", and authorizes and directs Hie president lo em ­ 
ploy the m ilitary and naval forces and all the resources of the 
nation to bring war against Germany to a successful term ination. 
W ithout roll calls the H o u s e rejected all am endm ents includ­ 
ing proposals to prohibit th** -ending of any troops oversea- w ith­ 
out congressional authority. 
Passage of the re s o lu tio n followed seventeen hours of de­ 
bate. 
T here was no attem p t to filibuster, but the pacilist group 
under the leadership of Democratic Leader Kitchin, prolonged the 
discussion with impassioned speeches declaring conscience would 
not perm it them to support th** president’s recommendation that 
a state of w ar be declared.

Possible l o s s of the House lead­ 
ership and his forced exit from public- 
life a s well as the demands of patri­ 
otism vvere pointed out to him. 


Pacifists, learning of the activity of 
adm inistration 
supporters, 
quickly 
jumped into the fight. Their lines thin­ 
ned by threatened desertions of some 
of their strongest members, they saw 
in the winning of Kitchin a possibility 
of rallying of the wavering represen­ 
tatives back into camp.

Maryland Railway shopmen at, H ag ­ 
erstown has been marked by scenes of 
disorder during th**

few daya. 
Numerous light 
between strikers and 
strikebreakers have been reported to 
th** officers, aud w arrants have been 
issued. 
In a letter to the Hagerstown Board 
of Trade, refusing th** offer of th a t 
body of assistance in adjusting 
the 
labor troubles, General Manager En- 
n< «, of th** Railway Company, deplor­ 
ed the disorder on the p art of 
the 
strikers and the failure of the officers 
to put an end to it. Ho said; 


“ For tile past twelve days old em ­ 
p lo y s of th** railroad, together with 
their families, have been subjected to 
every form of abune. They have been 
beaten on th*? streets, chased homo 
and to work by groups of men, their

We have had to employ 
guards to escort these citizens to and 
from work nm! to protect them from 
howling mobs, who threatened to beat 
and maim them the first timo they 
caught them alone. Merchants have 
been intimidated until Home of them

us, and we are now purchasing sup- 
plies in Baltimore ”
